REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a random number generation 
having a combination of elements as recited in the claims, including a plurality of unit circuits 
each having a first and a second logic circuit formed into an identical shape through an identical 
fabrication process and an amplifier circuit for forming a binary signal by amplifying a noise 
superposed on the differential voltage of threshold voltages of the first and the second logic 
circuits.
